Two Prisoners 
Escape Lehman 


A Grayling man was one of two prisoners who escaped fromm 
Camp Lehman on Sunday, December 9. 

Tommy Lozon, 22, of Grayling, and Steven Vestuta, 20, of 
Lansing, were discovered missing by guards at the minimum 
security facility’s 10 p.m. bed check. Camp Lehman personne! 
found a prison blanket thrown over the concertina wire portion 
of a fence in the visiting area and presume that was how the two 
men escaped, 

Lozon was serving a sentence of two toten years each on two 
counts of breaking and entering. He was eligible for parole on 
October, 1991. Camp Lehman officials believe Lozon may be 
hiding out somewhere in Crawford County. 

Vestula was serving three to 10 years as a habitual criminal 
(second) for receiving and concealing stolen property. He was 
not eligible for parofe until June 15, 1993. Camp officials 
believe Vestula has probably left the area. 

Both men are still at large. 

A Camp Lehmati spokesman said they were surprised when 
they learned Lozon had escaped because they had recently 
filed ati application for his release into a half-way program 
which is considered less than minimum security. He said 
Lozon appeared excited about his pending release, which 
could have come ina month or so. His escape has nullified this 
possibility. If found guilty of prison escape, Lozon could 
receive additional time to his sentence. 

Lozon was attested int March, 1990, for breaking into coin 
operated machines in Spike’s Key O’ Nails. 


Arrows Strike 
Grayling Residence 


A Grayling family escaped injury last Wednesday 
night, December 5, wheitl a hinting arrow went through 
a double-pane glass window and lodged in the toy box of 
their son’s playroom. 

The incident occurred at about 11:30 p.m. when an 
unknown person stopped his vehicle on Millikin Road 
and shot three artows at a deer in the front yard of the 
Everett Woosley fiome. Two of the arrows hit the wood 
frame house, the third entered the house through the 
playroom witidow. 

The Woosley’s 2. 1/2-year-old son was up at the time of 
the shooting, but he was not in the playroom. No one was 
injured, 

A neighbor reported that she heard a vehicle in front of 
the residence at about 11:30 p.m. and, after it sat there for 
a while, it leftin the direction of North Down River Road. 

The Woosleys are offering a $500 reward to the person 
who provides information leading to the conviction of the 
person or persons responsible for the incident. They said 
their son usually stands in that window and watches the 
deer in the front yard.

Chamber Polls Businesses 
On I-75 Loop Improvement

Michigan Department of Transportation (MDOT) engineers 
ficlded questions for over an hour last Thursday night, Decem- 
ber 6, at the Grayling Holiday Inn, as Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce members expressed concerms about 
MDOT’s proposed changes to the I-75 Business Loop. 

At the end of the meeting chamber director Deb Allen gave 
chamber members an opportunity to vote whether they favored 
the proposed construction plan or wanted the project stopped 
until a new plan could be re-designed in a few years. A design 
that would insure the safe flow of traffic to both the businesses 
in the Joop and to the entrance of southbound I-75. 

Allen said the chamber would base its position on the 
construction project on the results of this vote. Results of 
Thursday's vote will be announced at the December 18 cham- 
ber board mecting. 

MDOT’s proposed construction plan involves removing the 
seven existing two-way median cross-overs and replacing 
them with six one-way cross-overs equipped with 250 foot left 
turn stacking latices, These cross-overs wili not be located 
directly across from business driveways. 

Wayne Gunderman, MDOT district traffic engineer, said the 
new plan will alleviate the unacceptable practice of people 
“shooting” their vehicles out business driveways into con- 
gested cross-overs and blocking traffic. When construction is 
completed, all vehicles leaving business driveways will have. 
to turn right onto the business loop and proceed to the desired, 
cross-over, He said most of the accidents occurring [n thesouth 
business loop are clustering at cross-over sites, 

Gunderman said there are approximately 22,000 vehicles 
using the I-75 Business Loop everyday and thai MDOT feels 
itis imperative that the system be improved as soon as possibic. 

Robert Willis, project engineer, said the proposed project 
has already been bid out and the contract awarded to a firm 
from Tawas City. The $761,000 construction project will 
begin as soon as weather permits in the spring, probably about 
May, and will be finished by Labor Day. The project will be 
limited to median cross-overs, paving, and replacement of 
existing driveways and curbs, It does not include any side- 
walks or bike paths, 

Some suggestions by chamber members that will be consid- 
ered by MDOT cngincers is the installation of a flashing light 
at the 1-75 Grayling exit to warm motorists to slow down to the 
40 mile per hour business loop speed limit, placement of a sign 
waming motorists in the loop that there is only one more cross- 
over before they will enter I-75, and the addition of one more 
“reputac” cross-over north of the southern most cross-over 


which will be constructed as a truck cross-over, 

Suggestions rejected by engineers was any major change in 
the proposed design, changing the construction schedule to 
begin carlier in the spring so that the project could be com- 
pleted by August, and the installation of a stop light at the 
Glen’s Market driveway. 

The engincers said because the project funds are limited and 
the contract has already been signed, major changes in the plan 
are not possible. Gunderman said he did not feel a traffic light 
at Glens was needed and could be a problem in the long run, but 
said if the businesses could demonstrate a need, MDOT would 
consider it. 

Willis said beginning construction carlier was impossible. 

“I've been here on the fourth of May when there was an inch 
and a half of snow on the ground,” said Willis, “We need 
drying conditions before we can start grading a sub-base and 
lay paving,” he explained. “As it is, it’s going to be a God- 
awful mess out there. Even if we started carlier, we would 
probably be finished at the same time,” he continued. “You'll 
just be torn up longer.” 

Willis said no special incentives were given to the contractor 
to complete the work on or before construction deadlines as 
there were last year when the Grayling exit bridge work was 
done. 

Willis said one lane of traffic in the loop would be kept open 
throughout construction to enable access to loop businesses 
and 1-75. He said driveways and curbs will also be replaced in 
halfsections. Wherever possible, businesses were encouraged 
to share driveways to enable work to proceed even faster.

Grayling Sends

Camp Grayling’s 745th Explosive Ordnance Disposal (EOD)

Several of SPC Wallace’s students responded to their early 
momiing alarm clocks and were present at the Camp Grayling 
Armoty for the 6:30 a.m. farewell ceremony Saturday. 

Mayor Robert Golnick and president of the Camp Grayling 
Minuteman Foundation Jack Alef presented gifts to the depart- 
ing troops and wished them a safe and successful mission. The 
detachment was also presented with a routed sign that said 
“Camp Grayling East” from their fellow guardsmen at Camp 
Grayling. 

The 745th EOD was to report to Fort McCoy on Sunday, 
December 9, ready for additional training before they were to 
be deployed in support of Operation Desert Shield. 

MAJ Jerold Foehl, Camp Grayling Public Affairs Officer, 
said there are three other Michigan National Guard detach- 
ments at Camp Grayling that could be activated. These include 
the 1438ih Engineer Detachment, alerted earlier this fall but 
not activated, the 1071st Maintenance Company, and the 
Installation Support Unit, Camp Grayling’s headquarters 
company, responsible for the administration of the camp.

The mannequin was last seen on Monday, November 26, 
between 7 and 10 p.m. sitting at the keyboard of the hotel’s 
gtand piano.

Hotel manager Mary Harland said she suspects that the 
Indian left the hotel held between two people, making the 
Indian appear to be another human being. She said the hotel 
was busy that night with meetings and people coming and 
going from the restaurant and bar. 

“T would like to see David walk back the same way he left,” 
she said, ‘He is missed tremendously.” Harland said if the 
person or persons who took David return him she will “look the 
other way” and not file charges. 

Harland said she is quite sure the Indian, valued at about 
$450, suffered some damage when he was taken because 
ceramic chips were found on the carpet beneath the piano 
bench, She speculated the chips cante from the Indian’s hands, 
although his head is also ceramic, The remainder of his body 
is made of wood 2 x 4s. 

Hotel employees discovered the mannequin missing at 10 
p.m, when they began the evening cleaning. 

The Indian was a popular attraction for people of all ages 
who visited the hotel. Harland said many of the older ladies 
poised for pictures with David as they sat on the piano bench 
beside him. Some commented that he was the perfect man, 
“because he didn’t talk back,” David had been at the hotel for 
about 3 1/2 years. 

Grayling City Police Chief Peter Stephan said his dept. did 
not have any suspects and that the investigation was continu- 
ing, He said the theft was probably a prank, similar to someone 
taking a stop sign to hang in their bedroom. 

“This was a pretty costly prank,” he said, “Larceny from a 
building exposes the thieves to felonious criminal charges.” 

Chief Stephan said if his dept. comes up with a suspect and 
a warrant is issued, the case will have to go to court, even if it 
is for a dismissal of the charges.

It’s been awhile since I’ve seen you—not since your daugh- 
ter Michelle was a tiny baby. But lately I’ve been reading a fot 
about you in the daily and weekly newspapers, and I thought 
I'd let you know I’m thinking about you. 

You and your decision not to accept orders to go to the 
Mideast are certainly making the headlines regularly. 

I guess I’m not surprised that you decided not to participate 
in Operation Desert Shield. Although I’ve hardly seen you 
since you graduated from GHS, the boy I remember never 
hesitated to buck the crowd, the system or the establishment 
when he disagreed or disapproved, nor was he too keen on 
hurting other people. 

I know some folks are saying you’ re afraid to be sent to the 
desert, afraid to fight. That's too bad. I'd like to tell them that 
even as a high school student, you were no coward. 

In truth, I remember you as straightforward, honest and 
yes-——when necessary—brave. Iexpect that you haven’tchanged 
much in that respect. 

In high school, it takes some degree of courage for a boy to 
act and sing and dance in school plays, compete on the 
forensics team, play trumpet in the school band. You did all 
of that, as well as play on the varsity football team. 

I remember scheduling rehearsals of “Heaven Can Wait” 
around the team’s practices, so that you could play football as 
well as have the leading role in the play. 

Not everyone approved of you back in high school. There 
were some classmates who taunted you about your choices. 

Sometimes verbal taunts were, not enough for the critics. 
Once you were slugged in the face by another student. 

But Iremember you didn’t fight back. You put up your 
hands and defended yourself against the blows. But you didn’t 
hit the guy back, because that would have been behaving as 
rotten as he was. 

I suspect that you're having to endure a lot of taunts now, as 
you refuse to support the effort in the Persian Gulf. Well, I 
know you can tough it out today, as a 25-year-old, because you 
could tough it out years ago as a teenager. 

Yet, I know it’s difficult living in a society that has created 
mythical, oversimplified and unrealistic roles for males (and 
females).

Yeteven if they don’t understand you or your act, they must 
be overlooking what the United States is and what we as a 
people stand for. 

Our nation is deliberately designed to provide freedom fora 
wide range of opinions. And it isa perversion of what America 
stands for to attempt to crush one’s freedom to dissent. 

Well, George, I know these times aren’t easy for you. So! 
wish you strength and the courage of your convictions in the 
weeks ahead. 

I'll try to write again soon. 

Meanwhile let us pray for the safety of the soldiers stationed 
in the Mideast, for wise decisions by our nation’s leaders, and 
for an end to this life-threatening crisis.

Social Security

Social Security beneficiar- 
ies will receive a 5.4 percent 
cost-of-living increase in their 
benefit checks in January. The 
check amount is rounded 
down to the next even dollar 
amount. For those who have 
the Medicare Part B premium 
withheld from their check, the 
basic premium deduction will 
increase from $28.60 to 
$29.90 on the January 3 check 
also. 

People who receive Sup- 
plemental Security Income 
(SSI) checks will also receive 
a cost-of-living increase in 
their January checks. Because 
January 1 isa holiday, the SSI 
checks will be paid early, on 
December 31. 

Individuals who work while 
receiving Social Security 
benefits must limit their earn- 
ings in order to receive all of 
their benefits. The earnings 
limits increase for 1991, from 
$9,360 to $9,720 for persons 
age 65 to 69, and from $6,840 
to 7,080 for persons under 65 
throughout the year. There is 
no earnings limit for people 
age 70 and up. Those 65 to 69 
have $1 in benefits withheld 
for every $3 ofearningsabove 
$9,720; those under 65 have 
$1 withheld for every $2 
earned above $7,080. A dif- 
ferent, monthly rule can be 
applied to earnings in the first 
year one receives benefits, so 
that pre-retirement eamings do 
not affect benefits after retire- 
ment.

On Monday, justas our most 
recent storm was getting 
cranked up, [ was waiting in 
the picnic area parking lot for 
aschool group from Birming- 
hasn for a guided tour. As | 
watched the swirling snow, it 
became apparent there wasn’t 
any wildlife activity at alf in 
an area where the red squir- 
rels, chickadees, nuthatches, 
and woodpeckers are gener- 
ally very obvious. Upon arri- 
val back at the office, I took a 
phone call, and one of the 
questions was whether rac- 
coons hibernated or not. 


In weather like we recently 
experienced, such critters as 
raccoons, squirrels, and 
skunks will hole up to con- 
serve energy. So long as they 
have sufficient fat reserves 


they seem to fare pretty well. 


Skunks may stay holed up 
longer, but a day or two of 
moderate weather will send 
them afield. Even male bears 
are thought not to sleep the 
winter through as their tracks 
or other evidence has been 
found even in mid-winter. 
Chipmunks and wood- 
chucks are true hibernators so 
we probably won't see them 
unui! the frost is out of the 
ground in the spring. The 
birds from large to small will 
stay in the most sheltered 
location they can find to wait 
the storm out. They are high 
energy bumers so a lengthy 
storm can spell disaster for 
the weaker members of any 
species. Once the storm is 
over there will be a flurry of 
wildlife activity, so fill your 
feeder and watch your driving 
for your safety and theirs.

Heart Disease 


A recent survey of 400 
cardiologists indicates that 
more than 40 percent of these 
physicians take an aepirin 
every other day to reduce 
their risk of heart attack. The 
survey was formulated to 
determine what steps the 
physicians take to protect 
themselves from heart dis- 
ease--in other words, do they 
practice in their own lives the 
advice they give to their pa- 
tients? 

In addition to taking aspirin, 
the doctors rated highly the 
importance of not smoking 
(97.5 percent), knowing their 
cholesterol level (96 percent), 
modifying their diet (72 per- 
cent), and exercising (63.4 
percent).
